been the favorite of the compiler, and in some 
cases the most generally liked. If a choice 
had to be made between two editions having 
the same text, with one having better print 
although perhaps not such good illustrations, 
the better print won. Neither the most nor 
least expensive editions were selected—at least 
it was not the basis of selection. But when 
you consider that the total cost of this library 
over sixteen years is only $300 (a yearly ex- 
penditure of $18.75 or a monthly one of ap- 
proximately $1.56), it does seem a justified 
expenditure, which any budget of moderate 
size should be able to accommodate. 

At the end of sixteen years, any child with 
such a library, is sure to be well read; for 
although it will represent but a small portion 
of his actual reading, it is an excellent frame- 
work upon which to build.

Book Paper Sizes 


Report of the A.I.G.A. Standardization Committee 
on Sizes of Book Paper 


I 


THis REPORT of the Committee, on paper 
sizes, is made at this time because of the 


) present need to establish staple sizes in the 


book publishers section of the Paper Trade. 
If the mills are informed of the sizes wanted 
and needed by Book Publishers they may be 
inclined to adopt them rather than an arbi- 
trary set of their own sizes to which the pub- 
lishers would have to conform. 

We had intended to make this report in- 


' clude not only paper sizes, but colors and 
) finishes as well, and the other materials which 
; enter into book manufacture such as cloth 

and board. But in the circumstances we 


present this portion of our report in advance. 
The statistics we gathered and assembled 


» were made up as follows: Publishers were 
asked to report to us all the sizes of book 
) Paper bought by them in the calendar year 


1932. We could not get from them tonnage 
figures for each size but we did get the per- 
centage of tonnage represented by each size 


reported in each of 4 classes of books: Col- 
lege, Textbook, Juvenile, and Trade. We 
could not combine percentages without 
weighting them, because a paper size re- 
ported as 2% by one publisher would not 
compare with a 2° from another publisher 
ten times as large. We weighted our per- 
centages on a system which we devised and 
which we believe approximates an accurate 
result. But we admit our statistics lack the 
accuracy which would have resulted from 
reports based on the tonnage figures which 
we could not obtain. Furthermore, four 
large publishing houses would not report to 
us; but with these exceptions we did receive 
reports from publishers representing prac- 
tically the whole Publishing Trade, 77 firms. 

When our statistics were compiled we 
found that only 63 sizes out of a total of 
245 showed a weighted percentage of 1% or 
over; only 15 from 2% to 3%; only 7 of 
3% to 4%; 6 from 4% to 5%; 9 from 5% 
to 10°; and only 7 of 10% or over. The 
highest was 30'4x41 which represented 
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35.8% of Trade, 19.6% of Juvenile, 13.79% 
of Text, and 7.59% of College. 

We first took 59 of these 63 sizes of 1% 
or over and grouped them around the most 
used sizes, reducing them to 7 groups as 
shown by Table I. We consider that all the 
sizes in a group would be served perfectly 
well for practical purposes by the one repre- 
sentative staple size given to each group. 
The remaining 4 sizes were odd sizes and 
represent only a small percentage as shown 
in the table. This grouping showed some 
rather surprising results. Of these 7 staple 
sizes, 4 would serve 85.9°% of the Trade 
books, 3 would serve 72.5% of the Text- 
books, 5 would serve 76.7°% of Juvenile 
(which probably run wilder on odd sizes 
than any other class), 4 sizes would serve 
73.7%, of College books, and 6 would serve 
87.5°% of College books. The 7 sizes would 
serve 88.5°% of College, 84.9°%% of Juvenile, 
81.3% of Text books, and 90.4% of Trade 
books. 

From this grouping, which seemed to 
show that we had a firm foundation, we 
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made up Table II by adding to each of the 
7 groups already obtained, other sizes which 
would be equally well served by the one 
staple size for each group, but which did not 
show as much as 1% of consumption. There 
were some sizes which could have fallen in 
either of two groups for they might have 
had one dimension nearer the group above 
or below, but we grouped generally with the 
larger size so that they might be cut down 
to the staple size. We account in Table II 
for 211 sizes out of our total of 245, the 
other 34 sizes being of so odd a shape that 
they do not fall in our group of 7 staple 
sizes. But in importance these 34 sizes rank 
very low and we must conclude that if any 
user desires them he must be prepared to 
pay for the luxury of using them. From 
Table II we see that our 7 staple sizes will 
serve 98% of Trade books, 96.5% of Text- 
books, 97.5% of Juveniles, and 96.3°% of 
College books. 

Someone may wonder that we retained 
size (A),-but we felt that there should be 
one size as a staple which gave a larger 8vo

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book than the 25 x 38 size (B). Again we 
should explain why size (D) was made 
34% x 46 instead of the familiar present size 
35x 46: this latter size (now much in use) 
is all right for printing in 32 page forms but 
if one wishes to print in 64’s the paper would 
be 46x 70 which is just one inch too large 
for most of the book printers’ machines. 
We therefore made our standard 46x 69 
(or 344%x46) as many, people are coming 
to use this size, and the economy in printing 
64 page forms could not be ignored. One 
member of our Committee (Mr. Satenstein ) 
dissents from the Committee recommenda- 
tion of size D, 34% x 46 (46 x 69), and 
recommends instead the size 35 x 46, which 
has no double. 

We might add here that we consider 
a size and its multiples as one size: e.g., 
19 X 25, 25 x 38, 38 x 50 we count as only 
one size.

This survey was started in the interest of 
the economies which might be effected by 
standardization—not only in the cost of 
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paper, but also in the other materials used in 
book manufacture, and in the labor costs in 
the various operations. Standardization of 
paper sizes is only a part of the program, 
but every other material, and every process 
in manufacture is based on paper sizes. 

We were shocked to find that in one year 
book publishers had bought 245 different 
sizes of book paper (if you count multiples 
separately there were 314) ranging from 
16 x 30 to 46x69. This is a perfectly absurd 
picture of chaos. In our opinion quite 90°, 
of the Trade books manufactured could 
have been produced by using only the 
7 staple sizes we recommend, with results 
just as pleasing aesthetically—and perhaps 
even more so. No one will be so naive as 
to think that the Publishing Trade has not 
paid more for its paper and other materials, 
and for its labor operations, by this running 
wild to bastard sizes. The worst of it is 
that those publishers who did stick to a few 
staple sizes were not permitted to get all the 
possible savings resulting from their volun- 
tary standardization, because the others de- 
manded this fantastic array of sizes. It is

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safe to assert that those members of pub- 
lishing firms responsible for paying the bills 
did not realize the economic waste involved 
in this situation or they would have stopped 
it by requiring adherence to a rational stand- 
ardization in their own manufacture. And 
those who designed books in these odd sizes 
gained little or nothing from allowing their 
caprice to run away with their judgment. 

At this time the Paper Trade is attempting 
to bring order out of this chaos and reduce 
many unnecessary costs. One way is to 
adopt a reasonable number of staple sizes and 
to penalize in the price of small runs de- 
partures from these sizes. 

To the publisher the economy in paper 
purchases is only a part of the saving to be 
gained by standardization ot sizes. A choice 
of a size which cuts board or cloth to waste 
is paid for by the publisher—not by the 
binder. A book size might be carelessly 
chosen which is only an eighth of an inch 
larger than the price classification in press- 
work, or binding; the publisher could econo- 
mize in such cases by learning what these 
sizes are and conforming to them. If our 
sizes are accepted in practice, price classifica- 
tions would be sure to conform to them. 

In the purchase of paper in large quanti- 
ties, such as 5 tons or a carload, the price 
penalty on odd sizes will nearly disappear, 
but in planning a new book, or in reprinting 
an old one, one should bear in mind that as 
the years pass the runs will grow smaller and 
costs of odd-size books will rise at just the 
time when the book may be least able to 
stand it. It should be remembered, too, that 
even if paper is purchased in large quantities, 
which avoids the penalty, one may still be

paying a penalty in other materials and labor 
costs. We state again emphatically that 
economies resulting from standardizing paper 
sizes will exceed very much the saving in 
the paper itself. 


Il 


Many designers have expressed a desire for 
a paper size which would give them a book 
5 x 8 when trimmed; that is, a paper size 
33 x 41 (41 x 66). We should like to see 
this size included in any consideration of 
staple sizes. We have not included this in 
our tables of statistics. Heretofore this size 
has usually been obtained by trimming from 
33 X 44 paper. 

We recommend the following sizes be 
adopted as staple sizes by the Publishing 
Trade and by that part of the Paper Trade 
which makes paper for Book publishers (see 
Table III).

It is our purpose to issue a later report 
dealing with color and finish of book papers, 
and with such reference to binding cloths 
and boards as may seem practicable.

Loss Leader Menace 


THERE NOW SEEMS very grave danger that 
the “loss-leader” provisions of the Retail 
Code will, if continued 
in their present form, 
actually work to in- 
crease the amount of 
price-cutting rather than 
to limit it, as must have

been the intention of 
EB a drafters of the code. 
we poour parr Under the Code at 

present, no store may 


sell merchandise at less than invoice cost. 
This provision prevents a store from being 
frozen out in a price war and at the same 
time invites the use of identifiable, fixed- 
price merchandise as loss leaders to attract 
customers. Under these conditions one de- 
partment store is protected from another, but 
the individual dealer who sells only one line 
of goods is left completely out in the cold. 
If the department stores sell his type of 
merchandise at cost or slightly above cost, he 
cannot meet this competition, because his 
business life depends on his receiving a reas- 
onable profit on this one type of stock, and 
he has no other lines on which he can place 
a greater mark-up in order to break even. 
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Frank L. Magel, president of the American 
Booksellers Association, when interviewed by 
a representative of the Publishers’ Weekly 
this week, stated that in his opinion price- 
cutting must inevitably spread under the 
present Code conditions. It will spread, he 
predicted, to all parts of the country and 
over all lines of identifiable merchandise. 
Thus all small dealers are in danger, not just 
New York booksellers, but dealers of all 
kinds everywhere in the United States. The 
prediction is based on the fact that when 
one store advertises a loss leader at cost price, 
all other stores, under the Code, may meet 
this price, but all may be sure that this is 
the bottom price, and that they are not in 
danger of further price competition on that 
particular item. Thus stores will be con- 
stantly looking for new lines which may be 
used as loss leaders, and the prices, once cut, 
will be a long time reverting to their normal 
level. 

Books have long been one of the outstand- 
ing loss-leader items among certain New 
York department stores, with retail book- 
sellers fighting a losing battle against the 
competition of those big stores which saw 
in books a type of merchandise which in- 
vited price comparison and so sold books 
at cut prices in order to build up an impres- 
sion that all merchandise could be bought 
at their stores at an equal saving. The 
plight of the retail bookseller was brought 
before the Code authority of New York City 
last week, as reported in the Publishers 
Weekly, and received an attentive and sympa- 
thetic hearing. 

The resultant publicity brought the con- 
dition forcibly to the attention of the gen- 
eral public. What may not be so obvious, 
however, is that retail dealers in all types of 
nationally advertised, identifiable merchan- 
dise are equally exposed to this unfair com- 
petition. 

The booksellers’ plea was that loss-leader 
practice was in violation of that section of 
the Retail Code which stipulates that the 
provisions of the code shall not be interpreted 
or applied to promote monopolies or monop- 
olistic practices or to eliminate or oppress 
small enterprises or to discriminate against 
them. Surely all dealers who are in danger 
of oppression and discrimination through the 
current loss-leader practice of department 
stores should register a protest with the 
proper authorities. 
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A Fresh Point of View 


James Joyce’s “Utyssgs” has been given a 
clean bill of health by a United States Dis- 
trict Court which means that it now cleared 
for importation. This decision will probably 
be accepted by the Post Office Department, 
which has control of the use of the mails. 
It does not, however, as yet assure that there 
might not be prosecution under State laws 
such as those of New York and Massachusetts 
where there are vice societies. 

It would be difficult, however, to see how 
a local magistrate could now wish to find 
judgment after reading the opinion of Judge 
Woolsey as handed down last week. This 
opinion was not hastily given. The book 
was read and reread by the Judge, expert 
opinion was sought but not voluntary 
opinions of enthusiasts; the social responsi- 
bility of the courts was carefully considered. 
“The reading of “Ulysses’,” says the opinion, 
“in its entirety as a book must be read in 
such a test as this does not tend to excite 
sexual impulses or lustful thoughts, but its net 
effect is only that of a somewhat tragic and 
powerful commentary on the inner lives of 
men and women. It is only with the normal 
person that the law is concerned.” This is a 
fresh point of view for our courts, as Justice 
Ford of the New York courts has argued 
that the sensibilities of the immature should 
be the test of the right to print, and this can 
never be the case if humanity is to be inter- 
preted by all its more incisive minds. 

Judge Woolsey, the Random House and 
its attorneys, Morris Ernst and Alexander 
Lindley, have done much to clear the air. 


Graphic Arts Code 


No ONE WHO KNOWS ANYTHING of the in- 
tricacies of the printing industry can be sur- 
prised that it has taken three months to get 
a Graphic Arts Code in readiness, but every- 
one who produces or uses printing will be 
glad when the long suspense is over. 

General Johnson expects to have the Code 
“out of the trenches” by Christmas; in fact, 
demands that it be. On December 8th a 
general conference was held in Washington, 
and the present draft was discussed. Gen- 
eral Johnson insists on labor representation 
in the set-up, if not as an integral part of the 
Code Authority, then as a Labor Board with 
established relationship with the Code and its 
policies. During the past few weeks labor 
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representatives have been kept in contact 
with the progress of the codes, so that when 
the Committee’s recommendation is ready 
its provisions will be fully understood. 

In the matter of hours it is reported that 
the 40-hour week is likely to be in the Code. 


More Difficulties 


THE TEXTBOOK FIRM of Scott Foresman & 
Company has added to the difficulties of the 
retail dealer by mailing out a Christmas 
circular headed “Give Better Gifts and Spend 
Less.” The circular continues, “At one-third 
or one-half the price you would pay in the 
stores for books of similar quality you can 
give these more attractive gifts.” And in the 
separate descriptive paragraphs there are 
phrases such as “This book, only 62c post- 
paid is the equal of any $2 book bought at 
your bookstore,” or, “This book has four 
colored illustrations, beautifully executed, the 
equal of many $1.50 children’s books.” The 
books offered are Scott Foresman’s regular 
textbooks which, for the same volumes, are 
certainly not 2 or 3 times as high in book- 
stores. The endeavor is to suggest that trade 
books are 2 or 3 times as high as text edi- 
tions. Neither in the mind of the child who 
receives the book at Christmas nor in the eyes 
of any informed adult is this a fair state- 
ment, and moreover this advertising method 
is forbidden in the general Retail Code which 
provides against the use of advertising which 
refers inaccurately in any material particular 
to any competitor or his merchandise. 


Leisure Time 


AxrreD E. Situ joined the list of promi- 
nent people who are giving the weight of 
their influence to the movement toward a 
better use of leisure time, a campaign which 
is of great importance to bookstores and li- 
braries, as books not only provide leisure 
time occupation, but, even more important 
today, they point in a hundred different ways 
to the better use of leisure in the material 
which they contain of all kinds of human 
activities and interests. Mr. Smith in his re- 
cent address emphasized the idea that public 
schools, armories and public buildings of all 
kinds might be used as centers for spare time 
activities. He declared that the State’s facili- 
ties were as yet not fully availed of and that 
there should be a campaign of publicity for 
a definite leisure time program.

Dr. Paut Paine, LiprarRiAN OF SyRACUSE, 
whose illustrated maps have been a delight to 
so many readers and a stimulus to so much 
book buying, has completely revised his 
Booklovers’ Map of America, and it is now 
available in the new printing from the office 
of the Publishers’ Weekly. The map is in 
wall size 30 x 22 over all and has been 
printed in five colors by the National Process 
Company. The revision has given oppor- 
tunity to add many books that have become 
of continuing interest during the past few 
years. The map has been through two 
previous editions, the demand for it coming 
from libraries, schools and from _ parents. 
Many booksellers use it for display purposes, 
as the map aids the sale of books, and it can 
be framed either with glass, or, if it is desir- 
able to have it lighter, by mounting on board 
and varnishing. Each map comes in a heavy 
tube so that it is delivered without a crease 
to the purchaser.

Code Column 


THE proposaL that Labor should be repre- 
sented on the boards of Code Authorities has 
been rejected by the NRA leaders. The 
government is, instead, planning to create 
governmental boards for observation which 
will include both labor and consumer repre- 
sentatives. Industrialists who have helped to 
formulate the codes feel they could not be 
properly administered except when directed 
by those responsible for the businesses in- 
volved, 


Tue Cope of tHe Motion Picture INpustry 
has been somewhat revised and the govern- 
ment’s dictatorship over many aspects of the 
business eliminated. The motion picture pro- 
ducers protested against the President’s action 
in exempting writers, authors and dramatists 
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from the provisions of the Code which for- 
bade the exorbitant bidding up of salaries. 
This protest resulted in the decision that 
writers and authors and dramatists are in- 
cluded if employed for a stated period. 


Book PRINTERS AND GENERAL JOBBING PLANTS 
operating at present on a forty-hour basis, 
thus continuing beyond the expired contract 
and awaiting the passage of the code, have 
been surprised to find that the newspaper 
publishers of New York have offered a new 
working agreement to the members of 
Typographical Union Number 6, this offer 
to be for a thirty-five-hour week at $1.54 and 
this agreement to take the place of the old 
arrangement of $63 a week for forty-four 
hours, or an increase of 11c per hour. This 
proposal has been refused by almost unani- 
mous vote by the Union. The newspaper 
publishers’ offer was rejected because the pro- 
posal did not include any provision to help 
the Union take care of unemployed members, 
a burden that has been a heavy drain on 
Union funds during the depression. 


Orpway TeEap, head of the business book de- 
partment of Harper & Brothers, forecast that 
the NRA is leading toward a Guild control 
and foresees a tripartite rule of industry un- 
der a super-cabinet. “We are faced,” said 
Mr. Tead in an address before the Taylor 
Society, “with two possible steps. We may 
take the road of strongly concentrated eco- 
nomic organization controlled predominantly 
by present industrialists and their bankers, 
with perhaps some nominal sop to organized 
labor. That way will lie a kind of American 
fascism or we may tend toward a deliberate 
governmental fostering of representative or- 
ganizations, building up a virtual series of 
modern guilds with a tripartite control in 
each industry.” 


THE RoosEvELT pRoGRAM for trade recon- 
struction by the N. R. A. was simplified to 
three points by General Johnson last week. 

(1) Industrial self-government through 
trade associations at the instance of industry 
and not of government. 

(2) Governmental sanction and _ super- 
vision to protect the public interest and to 
replace the safeguards of the anti-trust acts. 

(3) The full force of the governmental 
sanction against chiselers and racketeers who 
could otherwise frustrate our joint endeavor.

LETTERS OF JOHN KEATS 


46 Marlborough Hill, 
St. John’s Wood, 
London, N.W.8

Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

As I am preparing for a new edition of 
the “Letters of John Keats” I am anxious 
to trace certain of the poet’s letters which I 
have reason to believe are in America, and I 
shall be much obliged if you can find space 
in your journal for this appeal for any in- 
formation about them your readers may be 
able to afford me. Unpublished letters, of 
course I should wish to hear of, but the 
known letters I am seeking to trace to their 
present owners I will enumerate. 

In the William Harris Arnold sale cata- 
logue of November 1924 the following letters 
occur:— 

1. To John Taylor, dated Friday 23rd. 
(i.e. 23 January 1818), 1 page quarto. 

2. To George and Georgiana Keats, dated 
February 14, 1819, 4 pages quarto. 

3. To John Hamilton Reynolds, dated Au- 
gust 25, 1819, 3 pages quarto. 

Among the Rowfant Library Autographs, 
disposed of by Messrs. Dodd, Mead and Com- 
pany, was a letter from Keats to Joseph 
Severn, 128 Goswell Street, dated “Friday 
afternoon,” 1 page quarto, beginning, “I am 
really sorry that I have an engagement on 
Saturday.” 

Keats’s letter to Haydon of March 8, 1819, 
was sold at Sotheby’s in July 1892. I have 
it in mind that this letter went to America, 
but I cannot be sure. 

Keats’s letter to Shelley, of August 1820, I 
can only trace up to 1907, when it was ex- 
hibited at’ Stafford House in the Keats- 
Shelley Memorial Exhibition. 

Of the thirty-nine letters to Fanny Brawne, 
which for a few years were in my father’s 
keeping in the room from which I now 
write, I have managed to trace only ten, of 
which number nine are in good homes in 
America. I feel sure that others of this im- 
portant series have found their way across 
the Atlantic. 


I have already received so much kindly 
help from owners of Keats’s letters in the 
States that I do not hesitate to ask for more. 
If owners with whom I have not come into 
touch will communicate with me at this ad- 
dress, I shall be very grateful, and should 
they be able to furnish me with photostats 
of their letters, I will gladly bear the cost.

CHINESE CUSTOMS REGULATION 


United Book & Stationery Co., 
Wholesale Dealers in Books and Stationery,

78 Nanking Road, Shanghai, China. 
October 21, 1933. 

Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

It should be called to the attention of the 
publishers that, beginning on January 1, 
1934, the Chinese Customs will enforce a 
regulation covering the marking of all for- 
eign goods imported into China with the 
name of the country of original manufacture. 
This will apply to books. However, we have 
been informed by the Customs that the lan- 
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guage of the country of origin, 1.¢., the coun- 
try in which the books have been printed, 
may be used to indicate whence they orig- 
inate if the use of Chinese characters pre- 
sents difficulties. It is where they are printed, 
not bound, which is the criterion. There- 
fore, any book printed in the U. S. not so 
marked will have to be stamped with the 
phrase “Printed in the U. S. A.” in English 
before it can be imported into China. 

With regard to periodicals, marks indicat- 
ing the country of origin should be stamped 
or stencilled clearly and indelibly on the 
packing only, if any. This should be in 
Chinese, although English may be accepted. 

In order to avoid difficulties and delays it 
is requested that publishers take note of the 
above regulations on all their shipments to 
China.

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Obituary Notes 
STELLA BENSON 


Stetta Benson, English novelist, died in 
Hongai, Tongking, in French Indo-China, on 
December 7. She had led an adventurous life. 
Born in Much Wenlock, Shropshire, Eng- 
land, January 6, 1892, she was too delicate 
to go to school and traveled abroad in her 
youth in Germany, southern France and 
Switzerland. During the war she worked in 
the London slums while she was writing her 
first two novels “I Pose” (1915) and “This 
is the End” (1917). Because of the weak- 
ness of her lungs she left England and came 
to America, worked on a ranch in Colorado, 
tramped and hitch hiked to California, where 
she completed her third novel “Living Alone” 
(1919), worked in San Francisco as a lady’s 
maid, and as a book agent, as tutor and 
later as editorial reader for the University 
Press. She went to Hongkong, arriving half 
starved, and found work teaching English to 
Chinese. In 1921 she returned to England 
where “The Poor Man” (1922) was written. 
In 1921 she married J. G. O'Gorman Ander- 
son, whom she had met in China, and has 
since lived in China where her husband is 
in the Chinese Customs Service. In a charity 
hospital in Hongkong she met the Count 
Nicholas de Toulouse Lautrec de Savine 
whose adventures she wrote up in her last 
book “Pull Devil, Pull Baker” (1933). In 
Manchuria she found the White Russian 
characters and the background for “The 
Faraway Bride” (1930) published in Eng- 
land as “Tobit Transplanted.” She also 
wrote “Twenty” a volume of poems, “Hope 
Against Hope” a volume of short stories, 
“Pipers and a Dancer” and “Goodbye 
Stranger” novels, and a travel book “Worlds 
Within Worlds.” 


WILLIAM CHAMBERLIN 


WILLIAM CHAMBERLIN, senior member of the 
firm of Spon & Chamberlin, publishers of 
engineering books and the magazine The 
Model Maker, died on December roth at the 
age of eighty-two. Mr. Chamberlin was born 
in England, and started as an office boy with 
E. & F. N. Spon, London publishers of tech- 
nical books. He came to this country in 1873 
as manager of the New York branch, and in 
1892 the present firm was established. Mr. 
Chamberlin was one of the leading authori- 
ties on technical books in the country.

Hearn Bibliography

Lafcadio Hearn. A Bibliography compiled 
by Martha Howard Sisson. Boston, The 
F. W. Faxon Company. Price 25 cents. 


THis EXCELLENT LITTLE worK is a “bibliog- 
raphy” to be sure, but as collectors consider 
bibliographies today, it is one with certain 
reservations. Its chief merit is its listings of 
magazine articles by and about Hearn. This 


is to be expected, of course, as the pamphlet, 
first published in the Bulletin of Bibliog- 
raphy, Vol. 15, No. 1, May-August 1933, is 
issued by the publishers of that Bulletin, F. 
W. Faxon Company of Boston, specialists in 
periodical sets and publishers, also, of the 
Magazine Subject-Index. 

The ordinary collector of Hearn “firsts” 
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need not look here for points on his various 
books: (as the fact that the olive green 
buckram binding on “The Romance of the 
Milky Way” is later than the gray linen; or 
that there is a “point” on “La Cuisine 
Créole”; or that there is a large paper issue of 
“Japanese Fairy Tales,” and so on). But then 
all these points and many others will be fully 
and completely discussed in the definitive 
bibliography of Hearn which Mr. P. D. Per- 
kins of South Pasadena, Cal., is now com- 
piling. 

The present work is rather for the spe- 
cialist in Hearn’s writings, the complete col- 
lector, or for the serious student of his literary 
career, all of whom, lacking this guide, would 
need to flounder through volumes of “Poole’s 
Index” and its various foreign counterparts to 
gather the information listed here. 

The arrangement is roughly as follows. 
Books, under which heading are listed Orig-

inal Works, Compilations, Translations, both 
by Hearn and of his works—this latter divi- 
sion having listings in 9 languages including, 
besides the chief European languages, Danish, 
Swedish and Russian. Then separate essays 
with the same divisions as above and follow- 
ing this, Biography and Criticism, which 
comprises the most considerable portion of 
the bibliography and is the most important. 
Here one finds Articles and Essays, Trans- 
lations of Hearn’s Letters, Biographical ma- 
terial (listing some 80 articles from maga- 
zines and books of half a dozen countries), 
Reviews of Books by and about Hearn, and 
finally a brief list of bibliographical material. 
In short this 32 page pamphlet, priced as 
it is at 25 cents, is vastly useful and needed 
doing. It is to be hoped the publishers 
will see their way clear to do others of its 
kind as they have, obviously, the facilities for 
proper research and distribution of such 
stimulating guides as the present. 


The Sales of Last Month

An important collection of manuscripts, 
first editions, illustrated books of the 18th 
and rgth centuries, including fine bindings 
of the libraries of the Tzars of Russia, in- 
cluding a great deal of intimate association 
material, comprising in all 797 lots, were sold 
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on November 21st and 24th inclusive, bring- 
ing a total of $10,677.50. These volumes in 
many languages, including much fiction by 
nineteenth century French writers, many 
copies in original wrappers, boards and cloth, 
others elaborately bound, bearing the stamp 
of the Tsarkoe Selo Library, and others the 
plates of Alexander I, Alexander II, Nicho- 
las I, Nicholas II and Alexandra Feodorovna, 
brought very low prices. The association in- 
terest had no appeal for American collectors. 
A copy of Champlain’s travels published in 
1632 brought $135; and a collection of 20 
original water colors executed by Blanchard 
for the Empress Maria Alexandrovna fetched 
$340. These prices, however, were excep- 
tional. The cataloging was well done, and 
no pains were spared to make the sale a 
success. 

Collector’s material in these sales generally 
brought fair prices. While the tendency of 
the more common material was to sell at low 
prices, the average was quite as high as could 
be reasonably expected. There are many in- 
dications that collectors are watching even 
the ordinary sales for such material as ap- 
peals to them. 


Elizabethan Exhibition 


An ELIzABETHAN EXHIBITION of which the 
value is said to be incalculable is being held 
in the Bodleian Library, Oxford. Many of 
the items shown are unique, though one of 
the library’s treasures—“Venus and Adonis,” 
is considered to be too precious for display. 
This exhibition covers most of the principal 
aspects of Queen Elizabeth’s reign, scholar- 
ship, poetry, drama, music, politics, discov- 
ery, and navigation. There are several 
examples of the handwriting of Elizabeth, 
the first written when she was a child of 
eleven years. Extremely valuable first edi- 
tions of Elizabethan literature include such 
rarities as Shakespeare’s “Lucrece” and 
“Henry VI, Part II,” Bacon’s “Essays,” Sid- 
ney’s “Apologie for Poetrie,” “Marlowe's 
“Tamburlane,” and  Spenser’s “Faerie 
Queene.”

Music Firsts 


Tue ScriBNeR Book Store has issued a very 
attractive catalog of “First Editions of Music 
by Famous Composers,” containing 78 lots. 
There are operas, from the Magic Flute to 
Rigoletto; symphonies, overtures, a concerto, 
a cantata; sonatas, headed by the immortal 
Kreutzer; oratories, including the Matthew 
Passion and Haydn’s Creation; songs of many 
kinds, from Schubert’s Erlkénig and Ave 
Maria, to Kathleen Mavourneen and The 
Judge’s Song from Trial by Jury. The col- 
lecting of musical first editions has many 
devotees on the continent of Europe, par- 
ticularly in Germany, but in this country 
this field has received little attention, prob- 
ably because there has been little material to 
interest collectors to start collecting. Perhaps 
another reason is that bibliographically music 
is difficult. The almost universal absence of 
dates and the frequent vagueness—with some 
notable exceptions—of books of reference, 
often makes it difficult to establish the genu- 
ine first edition. Every item in this unique 
catalog has been examined and checked with 
the most scrupulous care by experts in 
Vienna, Cologne, and London, and it is be- 
lieved that the descriptions are bibliographi- 
cally accurate. 





Rare Book Notes 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


THE COMPLETE ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPT of 
Francis Scott Key’s “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” from the collection of the late Henry 
Walters of Baltimore, will be sold at the 
American Art Association Anderson Galleries 
the afternoon of January 5th. It is the 
earliest extant complete manuscript of this 
great American anthem, representing the 
final text, and accompanied by the earliest 
printed form, a unique copy of the printed 
broadside. Apparently the first draft was 
transcribed by the author from the rough 
notes written aboard the vessel on which he 
was detained and from which he witnessed, 
through the long night of September 13, 
1814, the bombardment of Fort McHenry. 
It has no title, and was written on what ap- 
pears to be a sheet of ordinary notepaper, 
in ink brown with age but still fresh and 
clear. The first authentic account of the 
origin of “The Star Spangled Banner” given 
by Key to his brother-in-law, Roger B. Taney, 
subsequently Chief Justice of the United 
States, is briefly as follows: Dr. Beanes, a 
friend of Key’s, was captured by the British 
forays in Maryland, and Mr. Key, then a 
volunteer in Major Peters’ light artillery, 
went under a flag of truce secured through 
President Madison, to procure his liberation. 
He was received by the British Admiral 
Cochrane, but the release of Dr. Beanes was 
refused for the time, and Mr. Key was in- 
formed that he must stay aboard his vessel 
until after the contemplated attack on Fort 
McHenry and Baltimore. During this time 
they were anchored in a position which dur- 
ing daylight enabled them to see distinctly 
from the deck of the vessel the flag of Fort 
McHenry. O.G. T. Sonneck, in the Library 
of Congress Report on “The Star Spangled 
Banner” written about the centennial of its 
authorship states: “Key remained on deck 
during the night, watching every shell from 
the moment it was fired until it fell, listen- 
ing with breathless interest to hear if an ex- 
plosion followed. While the bombardment 
continued, it was sufficient proof that the 
fort had not surrendered. But it suddenly 
ceased sometime before day, and as they had 
no communication with any of the enemy’s 


ships, they did not know whether the fort 
had surrendered, or if the attack had been 
abandoned. ... At length the light came, 
and they saw “our flag still there” . . . under 
the excitement he had written a song... 
commenced on the deck of their vessel, in 
the fervor of the moment, when he saw the 


enemy hastily retreating to their ships, and , 
! 


looked at the flag he had watched for so 
anxiously as the morning opened.” On reach- 
ing Baltimore Key made a draft of the 
poem as it now stands from the rough notes 
that he had prepared during and following 
the engagement and before landing. Son- 
neck, describing the manuscript, says: “Mrs. 
Shippen ... possessed, and Mr. Henry 
Walters, of Baltimore, now possesses, . . . 
Key’s first clean copy of the original manu- 
script, sketched and finished under such 
peculiar circumstances. What became of this 
sketch we do not know. The probabilities 
are that Key destroyed it after he had neatly 
written out his poem at the hotel. Unques- 
tionably the manuscript now at the Walters 
Gallery is the earliest extant of “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” These two pieces, the 
autograph manuscript and the broadside, 
were exhibited at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1892-3, and attracted 
a great deal of attention. Manuscript and 
broadside are in two ornamental frames of 
wood, covered with leather and elaborately 
gilt tooled, made in Italy in December, 1887. 
They are accompanied by a copy of the re- 
vised edition of Mr. Sonneck’s monograph on 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” 1914, contain- 
ing a facsimile of the manuscript and the 
broadsides. 
national interest. It should be added to the 
nation’s manuscript treasures in the Library 
of Congress. 


THE EXHIBITION of illuminated manuscripts 
from the Morgan Library at the New York 
Public Library, which began on November 
28th and will continue until February 28th, 
1934, has been visited by large numbers daily 
and attendance continues to increase 4s 
visitors tell their friends about it. The manu- 
scripts, arranged in forty-one cases, have been 
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selected primarily for the artistic or historical 
importance of the illuminations and minia- 
tures. All of them are remarkable examples 
of the art with which the Middle Ages en- 
riched its most precious books, particularly 
the service books of the church. Many of 
the 150 manuscripts are more than museum 
pieces; they are of real importance for liturgi- 
ology or the history of Christian art, and they 
are often consulted by scholars. Liturgical 
and religious works predominate, secular in- 
terests being represented by perhaps fifteen 
manuscripts. Each manuscript is a unique 
and individual work of art, the group span- 
ning a period of seven centuries, beginning 
with crude pictures in the Coptic manuscripts 
of the gth century to the decline of the art 
in the 16th century after the invention of 
printing. The manuscripts have been 
grouped rather broadly, first by century, and 
then by country. The metal and jewelled 
bindings are displayed in the five cases in the 
center of the large exhibition room, with the 
Ashburnham Gospels, a gth century manu- 
script, occupying the place of honor in Case tr. 
Cases 6 to 23 containing, with few excep- 
tions, manuscripts from the gth to the 12th 
century are in the south section of the room, 
the left on entering. Cases 24 to 41 con- 
taining the later manuscripts, 13th to 16th 
century, are in the north section, the right on 
entering. Although the exhibition offers 
especial attraction to students of art, it holds 
strong esthetic appeal as well for the average 
intelligent person. Most of the manuscripts 
are in beautiful condition, their colors almost 
as bright and their gold as brilliant as when 
they were executed centuries ago. A brief 
catalog has been prepared by the library 
which serves as a guide to the exhibition. 
In addition, each manuscript is accompanied 
by descriptive labels. Great precautions are 
being taken to protect the manuscripts. A 
guard will watch them night and day. In 
connection with this special exhibition the 
Public Library is showing similar material 
in its general collection in the gallery of the 
Spencer collection on the third floor.
